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U.S.  apple  exports  are  expected  to  recover  in  marketing  year  (July-June)  1998/99  after  falling  sharply  in 
1997/98.  Exports  in  1998/99  are  forecast  at  670,000  tons,  21  percent  above  the  previous  forecast  and  18 
percent  more  than  1997/98  shipments.  Export  value  is  expected  to  be  up,  but  not  proportionally  to  the  volume 
increase.  A  larger  Washington  state  apple  crop,  some  stabilization  of  the  economies  of  certain  key  importing 
countries,  and  lower  export  prices  are  boosting  U.S.  apple  shipments  this  season,  mainly  from  the  Pacific 
Northwest.  Based  on  industry  source  data,  apple  exports  this  marketing  season,  through  February  1  999,  are  up 
sharply.  Apple  exports  last  season  (1  997/98)  were  adversely  affected  by  the  stronger  U.S.  dollar  vis-a-vis  other 
countries'  currencies  (particularly  in  Southeast  Asian  countries),  a  smaller  Washington  state  apple  crop,  and  the 
implementation  of  Mexico's  101  percent  antidumping  duty  on  U.S.  Red  and  Golden  delicious  apples,  which  was 
imposed  in  September  1997  and  subsequently  lifted  in  March  1998.  The  Asian  economic  crisis  and  the  strong 
U.S.  dollar  adversely  affected  last  year's  shipments  to  all  of  the  key  export  destinations  in  the  region,  with  the 
exception  of  Hong  Kong,  the  fourth  largest  market.  For  example,  exports  to  the  biggest  U.S.  market,  Taiwan, 
were  down  6  percent.  Other  major  apple  markets  in  Asia,  such  as  Indonesia  (down  49  percent),  Philippines 
(down  39  percent)  Thailand  (down  49  percent),  and  Malaysia  (down  48  percent),  were  similarly  affected  in 
1997/98.

Export  Summary 

U.S.  exports  of  horticultural  products  to  all  countries  in  December  totaled  $842  million,  down  less  than 
1  percent  from  the  same  month  a  year  earlier.  Eight  out  of  1 5  categories  registered  increases. 
Categories  with  the  most  significant  increases  in  December  were  frozen  vegetables  (up  $7.6  million 
or  22  percent)  and  hops  and  products  (up  $4.4  million  or  56  percent).  The  categories  with  the  most 
significant  decreases  were  fresh  non-citrus  fruit  (down  $9.4  million  or  10  percent);  fresh  citrus  (down 
$7.6  million  or  1  5  percent)  and  dehydrated  vegetables  (down  $6.9  million  or  27  percent).  For  FY  1 999 
to  date  (October-December),  the  total  value  of  U.S.  horticultural  exports  was  $2.76  billion-2  percent 
below  FY  1 998.  Horticultural  exports  for  total  fiscal  year  1 999  are  forecast  at  $  1 0.0  billion,  3  percent 
below  the  previous  year.

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Export  Credit  Guarantee  Program:  No  Activity 
Since  Last  Publication 

The  Export  Credit  Guarantee  Program  (GSM- 
102  program)  makes  available  financing  for 
the  sales  of  U.S.  agricultural  commodities 
overseas.  USDA  does  not  provide  financing, 
but  guarantees  payments  due  from  foreign 
banks.  USDA  typically  guarantees  98 
percent  of  the  principal  and  a  portion  of  the 
interest.  The  GSM-102  program  covers 
credit  terms  from  90  days  to  3  years. 

Under  the  program,  once  a  firm  sale  exists, 
the  qualified  U.S.  exporter  applies  for  a 
payment  guarantee  before  the  date  of  export. 
The  U.S.  exporter  pays  a  fee  calculated  on 
the  dollar  amount  guaranteed,  based  on  a 
schedule  of  rates  applicable  to  different 
lengths  of  credit  periods.  The  CCC-approved 
foreign  bank  issues  a  dollar-denominated, 
irrevocable  letter  of  credit  in  favor  of  the  U.S. 
exporter,  ordinarily  advised  or  confirmed  by 
the  financial  institution  in  the  United  States 
agreeing  to  extend  credit  to  the  foreign  bank. 
The  U.S.  exporter  may  negotiate  an 
arrangement  to  be  paid  as  exports  occur  by 
assigning  the  U.S.  financial  institution  the 
right  to  proceeds  that  may  become  payable 
under  the  guarantee,  and  later  presenting 
required  documents  to  that  financial 
institution.  Such  documents  normally  include 
a  copy  of  the  export  report. 

If  a  foreign  bank  fails  to  make  any  payment 
as  agreed,  the  exporter  or  the  assignee  may 
file  a  claim  with  USDA  for  the  amounts  due 
and  covered  by  the  guarantee.  USDA  will 
pay  the  U.S.  bank  and  will  take  on  the 
responsibility  of  collecting  the  overdue 
amount  from  the  foreign  bank.

Supplier  Credit  Guarantee  Program:  No  Activity

The  Supplier  Credit  Guarantee  Program  (SCGP) 
is  unique  because  it  covers  short-term  financing 
extended  directly  by  U.S.  exporters  to  foreign 
buyers  and  requires  that  the  importers  sign  a 
promissory  note  in  case  of  default  on  the  CCC- 
backed  payment  guarantee.  The  SCGP 
emphasizes  high-value  and  value-added 
products,  but  may  include  commodities  or 
products  that  also  have  been  programmed 
under  the  GSM-102  program. 

The  table  on  page  11  presents  the  FY  1999 
SCGPs  for  which  USDA  has  authorized  credit 
guarantees  for  sales  of  U.S.  horticultural 
products  as  of  February  12,  1999.  Additional 
information  about  the  SCGP,  regulations, 
country  specific  press  releases  and  program 
announcements,  and  a  Monthly  Summary  of 
Export  Credit  Guarantee  Program  Activity  may 
be  accessed  on  the  Internet  at:

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U.S.  wine  exports  record  14th  consecutive 
record  breaking  year 

U.S.  wine  exports  (including  cider,  fermented 
beverages,  and  must)  reached  $532  million  in 
calendar  year  1998,  their  14th  consecutive 
record  breaking  year,  and  a  28  percent  gain 
over  the  preceding  year.  U.S.  wine  exports 
have  increased  19-fold  since  1985.  Growth  in 
exports  has  accelerated  for  the  5th  consecutive 
year.  In  volume  terms,  U.S.  wine  shipments 
reached  2.7  million  hectoliters  in  1998,  up  21 
percent  from  the  preceding  year.  The  three  top 
markets  for  U.S.  wines,  United  Kingdom, 
Japan,  and  Canada  accounted  for  approximately 
61  percent  of  the  value  of  1998  exports. 
Although  the  Asian  Financial  Crisis  put  a 
damper  on  exports  to  most  markets  in  Asia, 
Japan  reported  burgeoning  sales,  up  136 
percent  to  $92  million.  Japan  replaced  Canada 
as  the  second  largest  export  market  for  U.S. 
wines.  More  varieties  of  higher  quality  U.S. 
wine,  robust  foreign  demand,  and  market 
promotion  efforts  under  the  Market  Access 
Program  all  boosted  U.S.  wine  exports. 

WORLD  TRADE  SITUATION  AND 

POLICY  UPDATES 

Canadian  Produce  Marketing  Association 
asks:  "Are  You  Getting  Enough?" 

The  Canadian  Produce  Marketing  Association 
(CPMA)  has  been  running  the  very  successful 
"Reach  For  It  -  Eat  5  to  10  Fruits  and 
Vegetables  a  Day"  for  years.  At  its  recent  74th 
annual  convention,  in  conjunction  with  new 
partners  such  as  the  Canadian  Cancer  Society 
and  the  Canadian  Pleart  &  Stroke  Foundation, 
CPMA  unveiled  a  new  and  expanded  campaign 
intended  to  educate  consumers  on  "how"  and 
"why"  to  include  more  fruits  and  vegetables  in 
their  daily  diet.  The  new  campaign  will  use  the 
slogan  "Are  You  Getting  Enough?  -  5  to  10  a 
Day",  and  will  include  retailer  displays,  public 
service  announcements,  media  relations, 
community  outreach,  a  1-800  telephone 
number,  and  an  exclusive  web  site.  On  a  per 
capita  basis,  Canada  already  has  one  of  the 
highest  consumption  rates  of  fresh  produce  in 
the  world.  Any  resulting  increase  in  fruit  and 
vegetable  consumption  in  Canada  would 


directly  benefit  U.S.  producers  of  these 
products,  as  Canada  remains  the  United  States' 
top  market  for  horticultural  exports.  U.S. 
exports  of  fresh  and  processed  fruits  and 
vegetables  to  Canada  rose  6  percent  in  FY1 998 
to  reach  a  record  $2.6  billion. 

Problems  mount  relating  to  Korea's 
administration  of  orange  quota 

U.S.  orange  exporters  are  facing  increased 
problems  because  of  new  restrictions  placed  on 
orange  tenders  under  Korea's  tariff  rate  quota 
(TRQ)  system.  Most  recently,  the  government- 
designated  importing  entity,  the  Cheju  Citrus 
Cooperative,  refused  to  recognize  the  large 
California  freeze  as  a  force  majeure,  which  had 
led  several  bid  awardees  to  not  fulfill  previously 
approved  sales  due  to  a  severe  shortage  of 
supply.  This  in  turn  led  the  Cheju  Coop  to 
refuse  to  relinquish  the  related  bid  bonds. 
Meanwhile,  complicating  the  picture  further  is 
Korea's  continued,  unjustified  quarantine 
embargo  on  Riverside  County,  California,  due  to 
a  Medfly  detection  which  occurred  in  an 
isolated  portion  of  the  county  several  months 
ago.  Riverside  County  was  not  significantly 
affected  by  the  December  freeze  and,  as  a 
result,  has  export  grade  fruit  available  to  ship, 
but  is  unable  to  do  so  due  to  the  ban.  Bilateral 
efforts  to  resolve  this  problem  have  thus  far 
been  unsuccessful.  Despite  these  difficulties, 
Korea  remains  an  important  market  for  U.S. 
oranges,  with  shipments  valued  at  $18  million 
in  1997/98. 

U.S.  apple  exports  to  Israel  could  benefit 
from  expected  shorter  Israeli  supplies 

FAS/Tel  Aviv  reported  the  week  of  February  8 
that  the  Israeli  apple  market  is  expected  be 
short  about  10,000  metric  tons,  due  to  a 
smaller  domestic  crop  this  season.  In  response, 
the  Israeli  government  is  reportedly  considering 
reducing  the  out-of-quota  tariff  it  applies  to 
U.S.  and  other  foreign  suppliers.  There  have 
been  reports  that  this  tariff  cut  could  be 
significant,  which,  if  true,  could  create 
significant  new  export  opportunities  for  U.S. 
suppliers.  Under  the  U.S. -Israel  Free  Trade 
Agreement,  apples  are  covered  under  a 
duty-free  tariff  rate  quota,  which  for  1999  is 
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set  at  1 ,748  metric  tons.  U.S.  apple  exports  to 
Israel  in  MY1 997/98  were  valued  at  $1.3 
million  (about  1,500  tons). 

Egypt  signals  move  away  from  proposed 
mandatory  pre-shipment  residue  testing  for 
imported  apples 

During  a  visit  to  Cairo  the  week  of  February  1 , 
an  HTP  staff  member  learned  in  meetings  with 
Egyptian  officials  that  the  government  has 
shelved  plans  to  establish  a  mandatory  pre¬ 
shipment  testing  and  certification  program  for 
pesticide  and  heavy  metal  residues  on  U.S. 
apples.  In  November  1 998,  FAS/Cairo  reported 
on  Egypt's  intention  to  establish  such  a 
program  which  could  have,  if  implemented, 
seriously  disrupted  U.S.  apple  exports  to  this 
small,  but  growing  market.  The  Egyptian 
officials  instead  announced  in  the  recent 
meetings  their  intention  to  conduct  random 
residue  testing  at  ports  of  entry.  U.S.  apple 
shipments  to  Egypt  in  MY  1  997/98  (July-June) 
totaled  4,630  tons,  with  an  associated  value  of 
$2.7  million. 
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ORGANIC  UPDATES 

World  trend  shows  organic  products 
moving  into  supermarkets 

According  to  the  International  Trade  Centre, 
UNCTAD/WTO,  retail  sales  of  organic  products 
for  1997  are  estimated  at  over  $10  billion 
worldwide,  with  three  markets  accounting  for 
the  majority:  EU-$4.5  billion;  U.S.-$4.2  billion, 
andJapan-$1  billion.  More  than  1 00  countries 
now  produce  certified  organic  commodities  and 
products.  World  demand  is  expected  to  grow 
because  of  increasing  health  and  environmental 
concerns,  new  product  development, 
aggressive  promotion  by  retailers,  and 
supportive  government  policies. 

A  seminar  presented  at  International  Federation 
of  Organic  Agriculture  Movement  (IFOAM) 
conference  in  Mar  del  Plata,  Argentina,  last 
November  highlighted  the  growing  availability 
of  organic  products  in  supermarkets, 
particularly  in  Europe  which  leads  the  world  in 
bringing  organic  products  to  mainstream 
consumers.  Supermarket  executives  from 
Denmark,  Sweden,  UK,  Belgium,  France,  Italy, 
Japan,  and  Argentina  presented  their  views  and 
described  their  companies'  commitment  to 
organics.  Several  common  themes  emerged: 

*  Most  supermarkets  started  by  carrying  a 
limited  range  of  organic  fruits  and 
vegetables  but  many  now  offer  hundreds 
of  organic  items.  Some  use  their  own 
brand  name  to  foster  consumer 
recognition  and  loyalty.  European 
consumers  of  organic  products  want 
convenience,  reasonable  prices  and 
variety.  Supermarkets  excel  in  this  for 
conventional  products,  and  are  applying 
their  skills  and  expertise  to  do  the  same 
for  organic  foods  and  products. 

*  Adequate  supply  is  crucial. 
Supermarkets  prefer  to  carry  organic 
items  year-round.  They  are  reluctant  to 
invest  resources  in  a  product  they  cannot 
source  continuously  because  it  takes  time 
and  resources  to  reintroduce  products  to 
consumers  and  to  reeducate  their 
personnel  about  proper  handling  of 
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organic  products.  Inadequate  supply  has 
been  and  continues  to  be  one  of  the  most 
important  limiting  factors  to  expansion  of 
organics  in  the  retail  setting. 

*  To  ensure  adequate  supplies  grown  to 
their  specifications,  supermarkets  are 
increasingly  contracting  directly  with 
producers.  This  has  a  secondary  effect 
of  advancing  government  policies  (in  the 
EU)  encouraging  producers  to  convert  to 
organic  production  methods  and  adapt 
them  to  large-scale  agriculture. 

*  Supermarkets  function  in  an  extremely 
competitive  environment.  If  consumers 
lose  confidence  in  a  retailer's  ability  to 
deliver  reliable  organic  products, 
supermarkets  will  lose  customers.  To 
ensure  the  integrity  of  organic  products 
from  field  to  consumer,  supermarkets  are 
developing  'sustainable  relationships' 
along  the  entire  supply  chain.  Forging 
such  links  helps  lower  costs,  increase 
efficiency,  and  enhance  communication, 
but  there  are  risks  such  as  reduced 
flexibility  due  to  greater  dependency  on 
business  relationships  rather  than  market 
forces. 

*  The  ability  of  supermarkets  to  respond  to 
consumer  demand  and  deliver  reliable 
products  is  essential  to  their  continued 
success.  European  supermarkets  must 
be  especially  responsive  to  consumer 
concerns  about  such  issues  as  ecological 
packaging,  the  'fair  trade'  movement, 
GMOs,  and  the  preference  for 
locally/regionally  produced  foods  over 
imports. 

Organic  support  for  British  farmers  set  to 
increase 

British  Agriculture  Minister  Nick  Brown 
announced  in  early  January  that  assistance  for 
farmers  converting  to  organic  production  will 
double  this  spring.  This  measure  is  part  of  a 
package  which  includes  increasing  to  £2 
million  ($1.2  million)  annually,  the  amount 
spent  on  research  and  additional  resources  for 
advising  farmers  on  the  practicalities  of 
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conversion.  The  increase  is  designed  to 
persuade  more  conventional  farmers  to  "go 
organic."  Although  more  than  20,000  hectares 
(49,400  acres)  were  converted  in  1  998,  it  was 
far  from  enough  to  meet  the  burgeoning 
demand  for  organic  food  in  the  UK  reflected  in 
sales  that  increased  by  250  percent  from  1 992 
to  1997.  Approximately  60  to  70  percent  of 
the  organic  food  available  in  the  UK  now  is 
imported,  mostly  from  other  EU  countries.

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World  Apple  Situation 


Apple  production  by  the  world's  leading  producing  countries  in  marketing  year 
1998/99  is  forecast  at  a  record  45.9  million  tons,  4  percent  above  last  year's 
output.  Apple  crops  are  larger  in  main  producing  countries,  such  as  China,  the 
United  States,  Italy,  Argentina,  and  Chile.  Apple  exports  in  1 998/99  are  forecast 
at  4.5  million  tons,  practically  unchanged  from  1997/98  shipments.  U.S.  apple 
exports  in  1998/99,  on  the  other  hand,  are  forecast  at  670,000  tons,  21  percent 
above  the  previous  forecast  and  18  percent  above  last  season's  shipments.  A 
larger  Washington  state  apple  crop,  some  stabilization  in  the  economy  of  major 
customers,  and  lower  export  prices  are  boosting  U.S.  apple  shipments  this  season, 
mainly  from  the  Pacific  Northwest. 


NORTHERN  HEMISPHERE 

Apple  production  to  increase  in  1998/99 

Total  apple  production  in  selected  Northern 
Hemisphere  countries  in  1 998/99  is  forecast  at 
41 .4  million  metric  tons,  up  4  percent  from  the 
previous  year's  output.  Larger  apple  crops  are 
expected  in  some  major  producing  Northern 
Hemisphere  countries,  such  as  China,  the 
United  States,  Italy,  and  Germany. 

The  U.S.  apple  production  forecast  for 
marketing  year  1998/99  (July-June)  has  been 
revised  down  slightly  to  5.0  million  metric  tons, 
but  is  still  6  percent  above  last  season's 
output.  Apple  production  in  Washington  state, 
the  largest  U.S.  apple  producer,  is  forecast  at 
a  record  2.7  million  tons,  up  20  percent  from 
last  season.  Washington  state  alone  will  likely 
account  for  55  percent  of  the  total  U.S.  apple 
crop  in  1998/99. 

Apple  exports  in  1998/99  are  forecast  down  4 
percent  from  the  previous  season's  shipments 

Apple  exports  from  selected  countries  in  the 
Northern  Hemisphere  in  1998/99  are  forecast 
at  3.1  million  tons,  down  4  percent  from  last 
season's  shipments.  Lower  exportable  supplies 
in  the  EU  will  more  than  offset  improved  export 
prospects  for  the  United  Sates.

The  U.S.  1998/99  export  forecast  has  been 
increased  21  percent  to  670,000  tons,  up  18 
percent  from  last  season's  shipments.  A  larger 
Washington  state  apple  crop  and  lower  export 
prices  are  boosting  U.S.  apple  shipments, 
mainly  from  the  Pacific  Northwest.  Moreover, 
sharply  higher  exports  from  the  Pacific 
Northwest  in  December,  January,  and  February 
have  helped  offset  depressed  sales  levels  from 
other  areas  of  the  country  and  improved  the 
overall  U.S.  export  outlook. 

U.S.  apple  exports  in  1 997/98  totaled  569,285 
tons,  down  15  percent  from  shipments  a  year 
earlier.  Apple  exports  last  season  were 
adversely  impacted  by  the  stronger  U.S.  dollar 
vis-a-vis  other  countries'  currencies  (particularly 
in  Southeast  Asian  countries),  a  smaller 
Washington  state  apple  crop,  and  the 
implementation  of  Mexico's  101  percent 
antidumping  duty  on  U.S.  Red  and  Golden 
delicious  apples,  which  was  imposed  in 
September  1997  and  subsequently  lifted  in 
March  1998. 

SOUTHERN  HEMISPHERE 

Southern  Hemisphere  apple  crop  larger  in 
1998/99 

Apple  production  in  selected  countries  of  the 
Southern  Hemisphere  is  forecast  at  4.5  million 
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tons,  up  4  percent  from  last  season's  output. 
Larger  crops  are  expected  in  the  principal 
southern  producing  countries  of  Chile  and 
Argentina. 

Chilean  apple  production  in  1 998/99  is  forecast 
at  a  record  1 .0  million  tons,  4  percent  above 
the  1997/98  output.  An  increase  in  the 
number  of  bearing  trees  combined  with  the  end 
of  some  very  dry  seasons  have  boosted  Chile's 
apple  production  in  recent  years.  Red  apple 
varieties  account  for  about  70  percent  of  total 
output  and  are  mainly  for  the  European  and 
Middle  East  markets.  The  principal  green 
variety,  Granny  Smith,  is  used  both  for  the 
fresh  export  (mainly  Europe  and  the  United 
States)  as  well  as  for  concentrated  apple  juice 
production. 

Argentine  apple  production  in  1998/99  is 
forecast  at  1.3  million  tons,  7  percent  above 
the  1997/98  output,  due  to  good  climatic 
conditions.  Argentina's  apple  production  is 
located  in  Rio  Negro  (75  percent),  Neuquen  (15 
percent),  and  Mendoza  (10  percent). 

Southern  Hemisphere  apple  exports  to  increase 
slightly  in  1998/99 

Apple  exports  from  selected  countries  in  the 
Southern  Hemisphere  in  1998/99  are  forecast 
at  4.5  million  tons,  1  percent  above  last 
season's  shipments.  The  two  largest  apple 
exporters  in  Southern  Hemisphere,  Chile  and 
New  Zealand,  are  expected  to  expand  exports. 
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Chile's  apple  exports  in  1998/99  are  forecast 
at  570,000  tons,  up  10  percent  from  last 
season.  A  larger  apple  crop  will  likely  boost 
again  Chile's  apple  exports  in  1998/99.  Red 
apple  varieties  account  for  about  two  thirds  of 
Chile's  apple  sales  overseas,  although  the  share 
of  sweet/sour  varieties  is  increasing. 

New  Zealand's  apple  exports  in  1998/99  are 
forecast  at  310,000  tons,  up  sharply  from 
shipments  in  1997/98.  Although  volumes 
remain  small,  exports  of  organically  grown 
apples  are  expected  to  gradually  increase  as 
growers  are  attracted  by  the  high  export 
premiums  available  for  such  fruit.  The  United 
States,  Canada,  and  the  EU  are  New  Zealand's 
major  apple  customers. 

New  Zealand  apples  are  expected  to  be 
exported  to  India  for  the  first  time  in  1998/99. 
India  agreed  to  import  1 3,000  cases  (234  tons) 
of  New  Zealand  apples  each  year  until  2002, 
when  restrictions  on  apple  imports  are  due  to 
end.  Under  the  agreement.  New  Zealand  will 
supply  apples  to  the  Indian  market  from  April 
through  October,  counter-seasonal  to  India's 
season.  New  Zealand  will  also  help  upgrade 
India's  apple  stocks  and  assist  in  international 
marketing  of  Indian-grown  apples.

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Tree  Nut  Situation  Updates 


This  report  updates  the  tree  nut  situation  for 
selected  countries  published  in  the  November 
and  December  1998  issues  of  the  World 
Horticultural  Trade  &  U.S.  Export  Opportunities 
circular. 

ALMONDS 

Almond  production  in  selected  countries  in 
1998/99  is  forecast  at  309,968  metric  tons 
(shelled  basis),  6  percent  below  the  previous 
estimate  and  34  percent  below  last  year's  record 
crop.  Lower  revisions  in  the  1998/99  U.S.  and 
Spanish  almond  crops  accounted  for  this 
decrease.  Thel  998/99  U.S.  almond  crop  is 
estimated  at  235,868  tons,  4  percent  below  the 
previous  forecast,  due  to  unfavorable  weather 
conditions  which  delayed  crop  development.  The 
1998/99  Spanish  crop  was  reduced  by  25 
percent  from  the  November  forecast,  also  due  to 
unfavorable  weather  which  affected  pollination 
early  in  1  998. 

Almond  exports  from  selected  countries  in 
1998/99  are  forecast  at  224,573  tons,  5 
percent  above  the  November  forecast  but  13 
percent  below  the  previous  year's  shipments. 
This  is  primarily  due  to  significantly  smaller  crops 
in  the  United  States  and  Spain,  the  world's  two 
largest  almond  producers.  Other  countries  with 
smaller  crops  than  last  year  are  Greece,  Italy, 
and  Morocco.  U.S.  exports  from  August  1998 
through  January  1999  (according  to  trade 
sources)  totaled  146,012  tons,  14  percent 
below  last  season's  exports  during  the  same 
time  period.  Sales  to  date  to  the  European 
Union,  the  largest  U.S.  market,  are  down  8 
percent.  U.S.  1998/99  ending  almond  stocks 
are  forecast  to  fall  to  45,540  tons,  due  to  the 
smaller  harvest. 

WALNUTS 

Walnut  production  in  selected  countries  in 
1998/99  is  estimated  at  611,861  tons  (in-shell 
basis),  1  percent  above  the  previous  estimate.  A 
slightly  higher  production  estimate  for  the  United 
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States  accounts  for  this  increase.  The  1998/99 
U.S.  walnut  crop  is  estimated  at  205,931  tons, 
16  percent  below  the  1997/98  harvest,  due 
mainly  to  average  yields  expected  from  the  mid¬ 
season  and  late  varieties. 

Walnut  exports  from  selected  countries  in 
1998/99  are  forecast  at  182,810,  one  percent 
below  the  previous  forecast  and  4  percent  below 
1997/98  exports.  U.S.  exports  from  August 
1 998  through  November  1 998  (according  to  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  Census)  totaled  55,123  tons, 
14  percent  below  the  previous  year's  shipments 
during  the  same  time  period.  Sales  to  the 
European  Union,  the  largest  U.S.  market,  are 
down  7  percent  for  1998/99  compared  to  this 
same  period  for  1997/98. 

HAZELNUTS 

The  1998/99  hazelnut  production  estimate  for 
selected  countries  has  been  increased  to 
779,061  tons  (in-shell  basis),  3  percent  above 
the  December  forecast.  This  is  due  primarily  to 
an  increase  in  the  production  estimate  for 
Turkey,  the  world's  largest  hazelnut  producer. 
U.S.  production  figures  have  been  revised 
downward  to  14,061  tons,  down  6  percent  from 
the  previous  estimate. 

Total  hazelnut  exports  from  reporting  countries 
in  1998/99  remain  at  448,000  tons,  3  percent 
below  the  previous  year's  shipments.  The  U.S. 
export  forecast  was  decreased  based  on 
significantly  fewer  shipments  to  date  compared 
with  the  volume  for  the  same  time  period  for 
prior  years.  Sales  to  the  European  Union,  the 
largest  U.S.  market,  are  down  54  percent  for 
1998/99  compared  to  this  same  period  for 
1997/98.  The  export  forecast  for  Turkey, 
remains  unchanged  at  375,000  tons,  6  percent 
below  the  last  year's  volume.

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Macadamia  Situation  and  Outlook 


Following  a  decade  of  rising  macadamia  nut  prices,  prices  have  fallen  sharply  in  response 
to  world  supply  far  exceeding  demand.  Factors  accelerating  this  decline  include  increasing 
macadamia  acreage  and  production,  primarily  in  Australia  and  South  Africa;  record  U.S. 
and  Australian  macadamia  crops  in  1997;  a  downturn  in  demand  in  Asia,  the  largest 
regional  market,  due  to  the  continuing  economic  and  financial  malaise  affecting  that  region; 
and  slackening  European  demand  in  response  to  higher  nut  prices.  As  a  result,  U.S. 
macadamia  export  prices  fell  an  average  of  14  percent  from  1997  to  1998.  Increased 
production  from  Australia,  now  the  world’s  largest  macadamia  producer,  is  likely  to 
continue  in  the  near  future.  While  the  United  States  is  currently  the  world’s  second  largest 
producer,  it  remains  a  significant  importer  of  macadamias.  The  United  States  is  the  largest 
single  export  market  for  Australia,  South  Africa,  Costa  Rica,  Guatemala,  and  Brazil. 


UNITED  STATES 

In  1997,  the  United  States  dropped  to  second 
place  in  world  macadamia  production.  U.S. 
macadamia  nut  production  in  1 998/99  is  forecast 
at  24,040  tons,  7  percent  below  last  year's  crop. 
Drought-like  conditions  throughout  most  of  1  998 
are  mainly  responsible  for  the  expected  lower 
output. 

Exports  in  1998/99  are  forecast  to  decrease  7 
percent  from  last  year  to  3,000  tons,  due  to 
decreased  demand  from  Asia,  the  U.S.  largest 
regional  market.  The  United  States  exports 
mostly  prepared  or  preserved  macadamia.  Japan 
comprises  the  U.S.  largest  single  market  and 
purchases  about  62  percent  of  total  U.S. 
shipments. 

While  sales  to  Japan  are  up  33  percent 
compared  to  this  same  time  period  last  year, 
sales  to  the  other  three  big  Asian  markets  (Hong 
Kong,  Taiwan  and  South  Korea)  are  down  76 
percent. 

U.S.  imports  in  1  998/99  are  forecast  to  increase 
to  16,000  tons,  up  18  percent,  due  to  the 
expected  smaller  harvest.  Shelled  macadamias

account  for  most  U.S.  imports.  Guatemala, 
Kenya,  South  Africa,  and  Costa  Rica  remain  the 
principal  suppliers  of  shelled  macadamia  nuts  to 
the  United  States. 

Lower  worldwide  demand  has  adversely  affected 
U.S.  macadamia  nut  prices.  According  to  the 
Hawaiian  Agricultural  Statistics  Service,  farm 
prices  fell  by  5  percent  from  $  1 .72/kg  in  1 996  to 
$1. 65/kg  in  1997. 

AUSTRALIA 

Contrary  to  earlier  forecasts  of  a  larger  crop, 
Australia  produced  less  --  24,500  tons  --  of 
macadamias  in  1 997/98,  but  nevertheless  passed 
the  United  States  to  become  the  world's  largest 
macadamia  producer.  The  1  998/99  crop  is  set  to 
rebound  from  last  year's  smaller  crop  with  the 
Australia  Macadamia  Society  (AMS)  projecting 
output  at  30,000  tons.  Australia  will  continue  to 
realize  greater  production  increases  in  the  near 
future  as  more  orchards  come  into  commercial 
production. 

Australia  remains  the  world's  largest  macadamia 
exporter,  shipping  about  60  percent  of  output. 
Exports  in  1998/99  are  forecast  at  a  record 
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19,000  tons,  12  percent  above  the  previous 
year's  shipments.  The  U.S.  is  Australia's  single 
largest  export  market  accounting  for  30  percent 
of  total  1997/98  exports.  Australia  exports 
mostly  bulk  products  to  Asia  and  Europe. 

Asian  countries  form  the  largest  regional  market, 
accounting  for  46  percent  of  total  1997/98 
Australian  exports.  Japan  and  Hong  Kong  are  the 
largest  Asian  customers,  accounting  for  17  and 
15  percent  respectively  of  last  year's  exports. 

AMS  estimates  that  the  average  farmgate  price 
per  kilogram  fell  over  20  percent  during  1997, 
reaching  USD$1 .50  for  the  1998  crop. 

SOUTH  AFRICA 

The  1998/99  harvest  is  expected  to  increase  15 
percent  from  last  year  to  7,350  tons.  This 
increase  is  due  primarily  to  continued  favorable 
weather  conditions  and  trees  coming  into  full 
production.  The  crop  could  increase  to 
approximately  9,500  tons  by  the  year  2001 
based  on  the  number  of  young  trees  coming  into 
full  production. 

Exports  in  1998/99  are  also  projected  to  rise,  up 
20  percent  from  1997/98  to  6,500  tons.  The 
U.S.  and  Asia  were  the  biggest  importers  of 
South  African  macadamia  nuts  in  1997, 
accounting  for  25  and  24  percent  of  total 
exports,  respectively. 

With  relatively  high  world  stock  levels  and 
declining  worldwide  demand.  South  African 
producer  prices  have  fallen  20  percent  from 
1997  to  1998. 

COSTA  RICA 

Macadamia  nut  production  for  1997/98  was 
much  lower  than  previously  forecast  because  of 
adverse  weather  conditions  caused  by  El  Nino.  In 
1  998/99,  production  of  macadamia  nuts  in  Costa 
Rica  is  forecast  to  increase  about  15  percent  to 
2,300  tons. 

Exports  are  also  projected  to  rise  because  of  the 
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higher  expected  production,  which  is  now  being 
processed  because  of  the  harvesting  delay 
caused  last  year  by  El  Nino.  The  United  States  is 
Costa  Rica's  major  export  market,  accounting  for 
72  percent  of  total  exports  in  1998.  The 
European  Union  is  the  second  biggest  importer  of 
Costa  Rican  macadamias,  purchasing  about  25 
percent  of  exports. 

Depressed  worldwide  prices  also  affected  Costa 
Rica,  with  the  1997  average  producer  price  of 
USD$5. 50/kg  for  shelled  macadamias  falling  to 
USD$3. 60/kg  in  1998. 

GUATEMALA 

In  1998/99,  macadamia  nut  production  is 
forecast  at  3,500  tons,  up  25  percent  from  last 
year.  This  trend  is  expected  to  continue  for 
approximately  the  next  five  years  as  the  number 
of  trees  of  bearing  age  come  into  full  maturity. 

Guatemala  exports  nearly  all  of  its  macadamia 
nut  production,  with  the  United  States  and  the 
European  Union  accounting  for  80  and  10 
percent  respectively  of  Guatemala's  exports. 

Reflecting  the  worldwide  decrease  in  macadamia 
nut  prices,  the  average  kernel  export  FOB  price 
dropped  from  USD$4. 50/lb  to  USD$3. 50/lb 
between  1997  and  1998. 

BRAZIL 

In  1998/99,  Brazil's  output  of  macadamias  is 
expected  to  rise  10  percent  to  1,760  tons, 
reflecting  favorable  weather  conditions  and  more 
trees  entering  production. 

Exports  are  forecast  to  increase  8  percent  to  270 
tons.  In  1997/98,  the  United  States  purchased 
about  56  percent  of  Brazil's  macadamias,  with 
the  European  Union  accounting  for  approximately 
37  percent  of  exports. 

The  recent  January  1999  devaluation  of  the 
Brazilian  currency  will  increase  the 
competitiveness  of  Brazil's  products  and 
producers  hope  to  increase  macadamia  exports. 
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However,  high  interest  rates  and  lack  of 
government  support  in  the  macadamia  industry 
may  negatively  impact  productivity  and  exports 
and  offset  the  competitiveness  gained  by  the 
recent  currency  devaluation. 

Note:  Information  on  the  1998/99  Kenya 

macadamia  crop  was  not  available  prior  to 
publication  due  to  a  reporting  delay  caused  by 
the  bombing  of  the  U.S.  Embassy  in  Nairobi  in 
August  1998.

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Kiwifruit  Situation  For  Selected  Countries 


Selected  country  kiwifruit  production  declined  marginally  in  1998/99.  Production 
in  the  Northern  Hemisphere  was  up  4  percent,  due  primarily  to  a  13  -  percent 
increase  in  Italian  output.  Selected  country  kiwifruit  exports  in  1998/99  are 
forecast  to  increase  by  1  percent  to  577,300  tons.  Italy  accounts  for  most  of  the 
increase  in  exports.  U.S.  kiwifruit  production  in  1998/99  is  forecast  down  1 
percent,  to  31 ,389  tons.  The  industry  estimates  a  commercial  packout  of  28,577 
tons.  The  quality  of  the  U.S.  crop  is  excellent  and  the  fruit  size  is  consistently 
larger.  U.  S.  exports  in  1998/99  may  account  for  20  percent  of  the  packout 
compared  to  13  percent  the  year  before  and  are  expected  to  be  up  6  percent. 
U.S.  kiwifruit  imports  in  1998/99  are  expected  to  remain  near  last  year's  level. 


NORTHERN  HEMISPHERE 

Production  in  the  Northern  Hemisphere  accounts 
for  over  55  percent  of  world  production.  Italy  is 
traditionally  the  world's  largest  producer  and  by 
far  the  largest  exporter  in  the  Northern 
Hemisphere.  All  Northern  Hemisphere  countries, 
with  the  exception  of  Italy  and  Greece,  are  net 
importers  of  kiwifruit. 

European  Union 

The  European  Union  (EU)  is  the  world's  most 
important  kiwifruit  growing  region  accounting 
for  45  percent  of  total  world  production.  Italy  is 
the  largest  producer  accounting  for  68  percent 
of  EU  production.  The  EU  greatly  facilitated 
conversion  of  crop  land  to  kiwifruit  in  the  1980s 
through  widespread  subsidies.  Although  most 
subsidies  have  reportedly  been  eliminated,  their 
impact  continues.  Production  in  1998/99,  for 
the  5  major  EU  producing  countries  is  379,800 
tons.  EU  exports  in  1998/99  are  forecast  at 
253,300  tons  up  13  percent  from  last  year. 

Italy 

Italy's  kiwifruit  production  in  1998/99  is 
estimated  at  260,000  tons.  Although  this 
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represents  a  13  -  percent  increase  from  the 
small  harvest  of  last  year,  it  is  still  more  than 
25  percent  below  average  production.  The  lower 
than  average  production  is  due  to  unfavorable 
weather  conditions. 

Italy's  exports  in  1998/99  are  forecast  at 
210,000  tons  up  19  percent  from  last  year's 
record  low  of  177,000  tons,  but  10  percent 
below  historical  average  shipments.  Over  70 
percent  of  Italy's  exports  are  destined  for  other 
EU  countries,  mainly  Germany  which  accounts 
for  30  percent  of  total  exports. 

United  States 

Kiwifruit  production  in  1998/99  is  forecast  at 
31,389  tons,  down  2  percent  from  last  year’s 
weather  reduced  crop.  Industry  sources  indicate 
a  commercial  packout  of  28,577  tons  which  is 
very  close  to  last  year's  level.  However,  unlike 
last  year,  this  year's  crop  is  of  excellent  quality 
and  consistently  larger  size.  Domestic  demand 
is  high,  due  to  the  freeze  reduced  California 
citrus  crop  and  export  demand  is  strong.  For 
the  first  time  in  many  years  the  United  States  is 
shipping  to  Australia,  Hong  Kong,  Taiwan  and 
New  Zealand.  The  United  States  should  have 
enough  production  to  export  until  Chile  enters 
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the  market  in  March  and  New  Zealand  enters 
toward  the  end  of  April. 

U.S.  exports  of  kiwifruit  in  1997/98  reached 
5,684  tons  up  150  tons  from  the  previous 
year's  level.  Canada  is  the  major  U.S.  kiwfruit 
market,  accounting  for  slightly  more  than  71 
percent  of  total  U.S.  exports.  The  California 
Kiwifruit  Commission  (CKC)  has  recognized  the 
importance  of  export  markets.  For  over  three 
years,  CKC  has  committed  more  than  85 
percent  of  its  Market  Access  Funds  in 
continuing  to  develop  and  maintain  these 
markets.  In-store  promotions,  trade  relation 
activities,  and  trade  shows  have  been  used  to 
address  low  awareness  and  increasing 
competition  in  Canada  and  Korea. 

Exports  to  Canada  increased  24  percent  in 
1997/98  to  4,041  tons,  valued  at  $5.2  million. 
The  California  Kiwifruit  Commission  (CKC)  has 
been  working  in  Canada  to  overcome 
competition  from  Italian,  Greek,  and  French 
kiwifruit  imports.  Last  year,  promotional 
activities  included  consumer  promotions,  trade 
shows  and  trade  related  activities. 

The  U.S.  Commerce  Department’s  determination 
of  injury  to  the  U.S.  domestic  kiwifruit  industry 
from  imports  of  New  Zealand  kiwifruit  led  to  the 
imposition  of  a  98.6  percent  anti-dumping  duty 
in  May  1992.  However,  since  that  date  the 
margin  has  been  reduced  several  times  and  is 
now  set  at  zero. 

Progress  on  the  National  Kiwifruit,  Research 
and  Promotion  and  Consumer  Act 

The  National  Kiwfruit,  Research  Promotion  and 
Consumer  Act  was  amended  in  June  1998  to 
eliminate  the  requirement  that  the  1 1  member 
Board  be  composed  of  at  least  51  percent 
domestic  producers.  The  purpose  of  this 
amendment  was  to  reduce  opposition  to  a 
forthcoming  referendum  on  a  proposed  rule 
which  would  assess  a  charge  of  10  cents  per 
seven  pound  tray  on  domestic  producers  of  500 
or  more  pounds  per  year  of  kiwifruit  and 
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importers  of  10,000  pounds  or  more  of  kiwfruit 
per  year. 

The  proposed  rule  would  affect  approximately 
six  hundred  U.S.  producers  of  kiwifruit  and  45 
importers  and  generate  about  $2  million.  The 
money  would  be  used  to  conduct  year  round 
promotional  activities  in  the  United  States. 

SOUTHERN  HEMISPHERE  COUNTRIES 

New  Zealand 

Due  to  unfavorable  weather  conditions.  New 
Zealand's  kiwifruit  production  in  1999  is 
forecast  at  221,000  tons,  downl  0  percent  from 
last  year's  bumper  crop.  Last  year's  grower 
returns  increased  by  17  percent,  estimated  at 
$209  million.  The  fall  in  the  New  Zealand  dollar 
against  the  Deutschmark,  the  yen  and  the  U.S. 
dollar  is  responsible  for  an  estimated  three- 
quarters  of  the  improved  returns.  Another 
factor  was  the  much  lower  than  average 
production  achieved  in  Europe  and  Chile.  Thus 
demand  remained  strong  but  competition  from 
alternative  suppliers  was  reduced. 
Consequently,  New  Zealand  sold  and  shipped  all 
of  it's  available  fruit  fairly  early.  In  fact  since 
December  1998,  U.S.  exporters  shipped  more 
than  250,000  pounds  of  kiwifruit  to  New 
Zealand  to  make  up  for  the  shortage  of  supplies 
for  domestic  consumption. 

New  Zealand's  1998/99  exports  are  forecast  at 
195,000  tons,  down  9  percent  from  the 
previous  year  due  to  the  reduced  production. 
Exports  for  1997/98  are  estimated  at  215,000 
tons,  only  5,000  tons  off  the  record  220,000 
tons  set  in  1995/96.  U.S.  imports  from  New 
Zealand  in  1997/98  were  12,608  tons 
compared  to  2,569  tons  imported  during  the 
previous  year. 

Chile 

Kiwifruit  production  in  Chile  reached  a  record 
156,000  tons  in  1997/98.  Production  for 
1998/99  is  forecast  at  158,000  tons.  This 
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slight  rise  in  production  reflects  increased  yields 
from  maturing  plantings. 

Exports  are  expected  to  be  down,  due  to  an 
expected  fall  in  the  quality  of  the  production. 
The  return  of  drought  conditions  to  most  fresh 
fruit  growing  areas  will  affect  the  size  of  the 
kiwifruit  and  reduce  the  exportable  output. 

About  77  percent  of  Chile's  production  is 
exported.  Exports  for  1 998/99  are  forecast  at 
122,000  tons,  down  4  percent  from  the 
previous  year. 

Chile's  exports  in  1997/98  were  larger  than 
expected  due  to  increased  European  import 
demand  as  a  result  of  a  smaller  harvest  in  Italy 
and  France.  The  stronger  EU  demand  offset  the 
expected  decline  in  shipments  to  the  United 
States,  due  to  increased  competition  from  New 
Zealand  resulting  from  the  ending  of  the 
countervailing  duties. 

Exports  in  1 998/99  are  expected  to  decrease  for 
several  reasons.  First,  shipments  to  the  United 
States  may  decline  due  to  greater  competition 
from  New  Zealand,  resulting  from  the 
elimination  of  the  countervailing  duty.  Second, 
shipments  to  Asia  may  be  reduced  due  to  the 
financial  crisis  in  that  region.
